Business is at a standstill. Few mercantile transac- . 
tions are effected. Everybody avoids transactions. and 
it is publicly announced that all operations will be con- 
sidered void. Most of the business houses on Obispo 
street, the main business street of the city, are closing 
up. There is talk that some have been nominally trans- 
ferred from their present owners, who are Spaniards, 
to Cubans and foreign individuals to avoid e 
which is generally expected. 

Spaniards who have property are willing that Spain 
should accede to the demands of the United States, but 
the lower classes, who are daily instigated by Blanco, 
are fully prepared to meet all emergencies, and, in fact, 
are anxious that the American invasion should begin. 

Havana has been fortified to meet a land attack, 
and all the cavalry forces are concentrated in Havana 
Province and chiefly in the northern part of the province. 

Supplies are getting scarce, so much so that “La- 
vina,“ the largest and best wholesale grocery, cannot fill 
large orders.

ago de Cuba,

Standard Partly Fails.” 


FEAR 


Cheap Loaves Sold in Many of 


QUALITY is DISPARAGED. 


The attempt to establish a six-cent loaf of 
bread as the standard has failed, so far 
the poorer districts of. the city are con- 
cerned. The specific reason for the failure | 
is to be found in the fact that plenty of bak- 
ers have been willing to sell at a lower price, 
but back of this has been the well-defined 
apprehension that the general establish- 
ment of the six-cent.standard in these dis- 
tricts would unquestionably be bitterly re- 
sisted, and might be followed by an out- 
break of violence. Bread and potatoes are 


the two staple articles which enter most 


into the poor people's diet, and the high 
price which potatoes have commanded for 

some time has caused grumbling among 
them, and has resulted in an increased use 
of bread. 4 


ever, especially in the Polish settlements 
in the northwest part of the city, known 
familiarly as Bucktown,” bredd can be piir- 
chased for 3% cents a loaf, and wagon ped- 
dlers by way of inducement throw in a cup 
cake with each loaf sold. The bread, which 
is made by the bakeries in that part of the 
city for the greater part, is said by other 
bakers to be in many cases unfit for food, 
and of poor quality, running from three to 
four ounces under weight. It is said by 
those who know the trade and people that 
when the general advance was taiked of 
there was much suppressed éxcitement, 


-especially among the Polish women, and 


that any attempt to establish a six-cent 
price among them would certainly have been 
followed by trouble. | 

Among the poorer districts along Milwau- 
kee avenue and neighboring cross streets 
the general retail price is five cents, although 
there are many places where four cent bread 
can be had, and if one does not mind It being 
a trifle stale, he can purchase it for two to 
3% cents a loaf. The principal bakers say 
they would be glad to see a six cent price 
firmly established, and that it should be with 
flour at its present price, but that there are 
so many others who are willing to sell at 
five cents that their competition has to be 
met or trade will be lost. : 


Loaves Sold at Four Cents. 

Along Clybourn avenue five and six cents 
is the rule, although one baker, J. Stoehr, 
195 Clybourn avenue, Is still selling at four 
cents, but he says he may advance to five 
cents before long. He laid in a large stock. 
of flour last fall, in anticipation of an ad- 
vance in price, hence he was in no haste to 
put up prices. ‘ 

In the Maxwell street district the prevail- 
ing price is five cents, although cheaper 
bread can be found, as well as dearer. 

It is freely charged by the small bakers 
that many of the larger bakers are not living 
up to the agreement which they signed, to 
charge five cents a loaf wholesale, and that 
they are also violating that part of the 
agreement which provides that no unsold 
cakes and rolls shall be taken back. They 
obtain five cents where they can, it is said, 
but do not hesitate to sell at the old price 
when they are confronted with the prospect 
of losing a good customer. . 

The larger bakers claim, however, that 
the new price is generally observed, and 
many of the small bakers who are now selli- 
ing at less price will gradually fall into line; 
that they will have to or go out of business, 
as bread cannot be sold at present prices of 
Hour for less than six cents. 


JONATHAN BUTTERFIELD DEAD. 


Former Resident of Chicago Expires 
in Denver—Will Be Buried 
Here. 


Jonathan Butterfield, an old-timer of Col- 
orado, who was also ong of the pioneers of 
Chicago, died at Denver on Wednesday even- 
ing after an extended illness. Mr. Butter- 
field was 81 yearsofage. He went to Denver 
in the town's infancy and for several years 
figured in its upbuilding. He subsequently 
returned to Chicago and lived here until a 
few months ago, when he went back to Col- 
orado in hopes the change of climate would 
restore his failing health. His wealth is es- 
timated at about 51.000, 000, and includes 
property holdings in Chicago and Denver. 

Mr. Butterfield was born at Goffstown, N. 
H. He came to Chicago in 1843 and invested 
heavily in real estate in Hyde Park. He laid 
out Washington Heights, and also invested 
in Rochelle, III., property. In 1876 he opened 
a bank at Troy, Ala., being the first in that 
vicinity. .

Smith vs. Billings Dismissed. , 

Among the remainder of the twenty-three 
opinions handed down: by the .reviewing 
court was one affirming the decree of Judge 
Gibbons dismissing the bill filed by Attorney 
Charles D. F. Smith agdinst the late Albert 
M. Billings, in which the complainant sought 
to create a trust in his favor in regard to 
certain stock sold by Mr. Billings for $60,960. 
Mr. Smith conducted some legal work for 
Mr. Billings, and he claimed that the sum 
realized from the stock should be. paid to 
him as fees. During the hearing of the 
suit Mr. Billings died, and a question arose 
as to the admission of depositions made by 
the complainant. Judge Gibbons ruled that 
owing to the death ‘of Mr. Billings this evi- 
dence could not be given as against the ex- 
ecutors of his will, and dismissed the bill for 
want of equity. 3 

A peculiar case and one for which there is 
no statutory provision was passed upon in 
the suit of Thomas E. Allaine, an infant, who 
seeks to recover damages from St. Luke’s 
Hospital because of pre-natal injuries re- 
ceived while his mother was undergoing 
treatment in the institution. The Appellate 
Court held that the plaintiff has no right of 
recovery. Justice Windes in a dissenting 
opinion said: 

“The child, when capable of being born 
alive, is, in my opinion, a distinct entity 
under the common law, and, although no 
decided civil case, so far as we know, has 
so held, humanity and enlightened civiliza- 
tion demand that the common law as ad- 
ministered in Illinois in the nineteenth cen- 
tury should so declare.” 


Captain Wilt Wins. 


Captain Charles T. Wilt of the First Illinois 
Volunteer Infantry received a favorable de- 
cision in the case which was advanced by the 
court to allow him to accompany his com- 
mand South some time ago. The case in- 
volves the disposition of $2,000 in a condcm- 
nation suit, Captain Wilt claiming the right 
to $300 of the amount. 

The court considered too large a judgment 
for $21,000 obtained by John Cleminger 
against the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
railroad in the Superior Court for personal 
injuries and ordered that the finding shall 
be affirmed only in case the plaintiff remits 
$6,000 within ten days, Cleminger was in- 
jured in a wreck which occurred at Fifty- 
fifth street on June 13, 1883.

HOMER BE TRIED 


Candidate for Schaack’s Place 
5 Accused of Deception. 


MAY COST HIM HIS JOB. 


Said to Have Taken the Required 
Examination by Proxy. 


KELLY Is ACTING INSPECTOR 


Matthew Homer, acting Lieutenant at the 
Twenty-second Street Police Station, who 
was an active candidate for the vacancy 
caused by the death of Inspector Schaack, 
will be summoned before the Civil Service 
commission today to answer to the charge 
of securing another man to take his place jn 
the examination for patrol sergeants held 
on Jan. 18, in which Homer was marked as 


passing with an average of 100... 

For some time there has been talk that 
Homer never passed the examination him- 
self. This has been based principally on the 
ground that he is known to be a man of 
comparatively little education, and it seemed 
strange he should have passed with so high 
an average. The papers on which he was 
given the high marks were examined yes- 
terday, and they fully justified the exam- 
iners in passing him at 100. They were ex- 
ceptionally good. The spelling was excel- 
lent, the grammar perfect, the use of words 
in every case correct, the only mistake in 
arithmetic was one in divisién, which could 
easily be made by a well-informed man 
working in a hurry, and the penmanship 
Was not only of a high grade but showed 
a constant use of the pen. The man who 
wrote the papers was clearly a man of more 
than ordinary education and information. 

On another book of the commission was a 
signature known to have been made by 
Homer, and on the books of Secretary Camp- 
bell of the Police department it occurred 
again, he having to sign the books when he 
took the oath. These two signatures, which 
Homer made when men who knew him were 
present, compared exactly, but they differed 
as much from the way his name was signed 
on the examination papers as daylight from 
darkness. One was compact and even ele- 
gant, the other sprawling and schoolboyish. 
But one conclusion could be drawn—that a 
proxy had been sent to take the examination. 
for Homer. 

In the meanwhile Homer was waiting all 
the afternoon in Superintendent Kipley’s 
room expecting to he notified of his appoint- 
ment as Inspector. A morning newspaper 
had been asserting for two days that it was 
certain, and Homer believed the story.

MAY BEA FEW WEEKS DELAY 


Second Expedition Cannot Be Made 
„ Ready Under Ten Days | 
at Least. 


MEN NEED SHOES AND CLOTHING, 


Zan Francisco, Cal., May 26.—The trans- 
porting of troops to the Philippines has set 
the government agents to work scouring the 
Pacific Ocean for transport vessels. So far 
only 2,600 troops have been sent to Admiral 
Dewey's assistance. There are 7,000 more 
in camp here and many thousand more to 
come. About fifteen more transports aré 
required, together with a half dozen colllers. 

The sailing date for the second expedi- 
tion to the Phillipines has not been deter- 
mined upon. The transports Zealandia and 
China (if the big liner is finally chartered) 
might be made ready inside of ten days if 
it is decided to dispatch them to Manila 
without waiting for the chartering of more 
steamers. In many quarters it is believed 
three weeks will elapse before another ex- 
pedition sails from this port. 

So far as the Zealandia is concerned, it 
will not take long to fit it up. The big 
steamer was towed to the iron works yes- 
fterday, where it will be docked and cleaned. 
A force of ship carpenters was put on board 
as soon as it was turned over to the gov- 
ernment. They will convert the three ’tween 
decks into quarters ima few days’ time, and 
the ship will be ready to receive supplies and 
men. 

The vessels so, far secured for the second 
expedition are listed as follows: China will 
carry 1.500 men; Centennial, 750 men; 
Zealandia, 1,000 men; Ohio; 1,000 men; Peter 
Jebsen (renamed Brutus), collier, could be 
converted to carry about 300 men; Ning 
| Chow, same as Jebsen. Total number of 
men, 4,850,

THE ARMY. for 75,000 additional volun- 


teers raises the total army 
of the nation to 278,500. The former call 
for 125,000 volunteers accounts for an even 
200,000—or will, after the full number has en- 
listed. Then the proposed recruiting of the 
regular army up to the full war limit of 
62,000 @ccounts for all the regulars. But in 
addition to the main body of volunteers 
there are 3,500 engineers and mechanical 
experts of various ranks. Add to these the 
3,000 rough riders and other special cavalry 
bodies whose servicés have been accepted, 
and the 10,000 yellow fever immunes from 
the South, and it will be found that the total 
is as above stated. It must nat be forgot- 
ten, however, that a certain percentage of 
these 278,500 soldiers exists as yet only on 
paper. About 18,000 men are still needed to 
complete the quotas for the first volunteer 
call. It will probably take more than a 
month to. complete the enlistments in all the 
States for the second call; but the most per- 
sistent shortage is in the extra recruits 
needed? to increase the regular army from 
its peace footing of 25,000.to its war foot- 
ing of 62,000.

THE DANGER OF MORE GREENBACKS. 
Senator Lindsay of Kentucky, who is a 
gold standard Democrat, gives the reasons 
for his opposition to the free silverite 
amendment authorizing the issue of 150 
millions in greenbacks instead of selling 
bonds. In the speech made by the Senator 
on Tuesday he notified the friends of the 
amendment that to issue more legal tender 
notes, without adding to the gold reserve 
and improving the facilities for obtaining 
gold for redemption purposes when needed 
by the Treasury, would be to place more 
power in the hands of speculators to raid 
the gold reserve and create a financial dis- 
turbance by which those speculators will 
profit. He, for one, was not willing to do 
that. 
Although the free silver Senators have 
denounced frequently the Wall street 


| syndicates” which made forays on the 


Treasury, they at once made light of Sena- 
tor Lindsay’s statement that to inflate 
the legal tender currency would be to play 
into their hands. Senator Cockrell de- 
elared that the issue of 150 millions more 
of greenbacks would test the patriotism 
of their holders,” and show whether they 
were or were not “ unadulterated patriots.” 
Senators like Cockrell, while denouncing 
“Wall street syndicates,” are ready to 
give those syndicates every opportunity to 


exhaust the gold reserve, create a panic, 


and break down the currency. 


The Bryanites are opposed to the sale of 


bonds for any purpose, even to get money 
with which to carry on a war they have 
voted for. They are especially against 


an increase of the interest-bearing debt 


through the sale of bonds to get gold with 
which to redeem legal tender notes. Sena- 


tor Lindsay explained to them that if more 


greenbacks were issued the government 
would redeem them in gold, as all the old 
greenbacks have been redeemed; and that if 


speculators, taking advantage of the facili- 
ties afforded them by further issues of 
those notes, were to raid the Treasury the 
government would seil bonds under the 


act of 1875 for gold. Then the public debt 
would be increased in that way which the 
free silverites have always denounced. 


But if the administration were forced to 


sell bonds for gold to redeem greenbacks 
the free silverites had ordered to be issued, 


and which the creditors of the government. 


had been obliged to receive, then the Bryan- 


ites would make party capital out of that 


bond sale. They would denounce the ad- 
ministration for doing that which it had 
been compelled to do to protect the interests 
of the government and the people. There is 
nothing but degraded partisan politics in 
this demand for the issue of more legal ten- 
der notes, 

The Bryanites asgert that the war will 
be short and that an issue of legal tender 


notes will supply what money is needed 
over and above the proceeds of taxes, Sena- 


tor Lindsay's reply is that the war will be 


short, probably, unless the United States 


discredits itself— 
At the outset by resorting to a currency which is 


in the nature of a forced loan, by issuing notes 
payable on demand, and putting no money in the 


Treasury to pay them upon demand. 

If that were done the war would be 
protracted and its cost increased. The 
Bryanites do not want a short war. 
They want a long and an expensive one, 
hoping that opportunities will be furnished 
to secure that debasement of the currency 
which they have been striving to bring 
about for years.

‘AN AMERICAN OUTLOOK. 


Talk with Mr. G. W. Cable. 
{FROM THE LONDON DAILY CHRONICLE.] 
Present events may have a far-reaching in- 
fluence upon Anglo-American relations and 
upon the future well-being of the world. 
What,“ we ask ourselves, is the thought- 
ful American view—the view of the reason- 
ing man who not much concerned with 
politics—in regard to the situation in which 
America finds herself?’’ 3 
Now, I had the opportunity yesterday of 
putting such a question to one thoroughly 
entitled to answer it—I mean Mr. George W. 
Cable, the well-known American author. 
Needless to mention, the writer of Old Cre- 
ole Days is with us in London on a visit. 
He isso winsome a personality that it is to be 
hoped he may make his English stay as long. 
as possible. Probably my best plan will be 


this—just to set down Mr. Cable’s remarks 


as a narrative. 

I am not a close student of politics,’ he 
said, ** still I'm a citizen with an intense in- 
terest in everything concerniag my country, 
whether in regard to its internal or external 
relations. It seems to me a truth 80 plain 
as hardly to require stating, that this war 
forces upon America questions we should 


| have been glad to postpone for half a centu- 


ry, as we have measured time im the past, 
until we could have done vastly more for 
the perfection of our national organization 
and social order, internally. This crisis 
marks a great turning point in our history, 
thrust upon us by fate. Our destiny opens 
before us with such breadth and vista that 
it is going to embarrass all our sagacity to 
meet it. 

It means that we have got to gather up 

all our most revered political traditions and 
reconsider them in the light of the manifest 
fact that we can't consent to become a na- 
tion that turns its back upon its own devel- 
opment. They say our constitution, being 
a written instrument, so binds us by its 
letter that certain aspects of national devel- 
opment which, as I say, seem thrust upon 
us are impracticable nevertheless. But this 
is not as new a situation as it has been called 
by a number of American authorities, and, 
to my personal knowledge, by at least one 
distinguished academica! student of govern- 
ment here in London. : 
It is largely a question of annexation of 
territory, and a most prominent fact in the 
history of our growth as a nation and gov- 
ernment is that every time we have annexedl 
territory it has been in a degree that ex- 
ceeded our choice, or at least the choice of 
the more prudent minds of our country. 
The step has always been attended with the 
widespread conviction that there was no 
room for it in our constitution. But it is 
also a fact that the extension of our empire, 
and more than once its salvation, has re- 
quired of us a liberal instead of a literal in- 
terpretation. of our constitution. No citizen 
of a country foreign to our States will follow 
me more easily and approvingly than an 
Englishman when I say that, given, a con- 
stitution consisting’ entirely of a written in- 
strument, we have got, in supreme junc- 
tures, to interpret it liberally or go into na- 
tional petrefaction. 

One thing every good American wishes 
to have plainly understood is that we don’t 
want Cuba, and that if—as was said to me 
only two days ago by one of your most dis- 
tinguished statesmen—we should find at last 
that it was ond thing to propose a national 
independence tu Cuba and quite another 
task to give it, and that in spite of ourselves 
we might find Cuba an elephant on our hands 
Why, then, I should count it, and I think 
most prudent minds tn America would count 
it, a most embarrassing, not to say disas- 
trous, situation, 

On the other hand, the present condition 
of affairs will probably decide us to annex 
the Hawaiian Islands. This, inconsiderable 
as it seems by comparison, nevertheless 
commits us over again to that attitude of 
consent te grow beyond mainiand bounda- 


ries which sends a tremor through the more 


cautious students of our future. For myself 
I have long been in favor of Hawaiian an- 
nexation, for I think I recognize that our 
government, being so nearly entirely found- 
ed upon written law, has ggt to make con- 
stant headway—has got to offer constant re- 
gistance—to a consequent inevitable tenden- 
cy to become more and more conservative. 
And as the Western branch of the Anglo- 
Saxon family we have got to have a govern- 
ment that will stand salt water. 

“As for the Philippine Islands, we will 
take all the time for sober second thought 
that the world will give us. On the general 
matter, it will be bad for us if uncoveted ac. 
quisitions do not sober us instead of intoxi- 
cate us. One effect for which I hope and 
which, if it comes, will be worth all this war 
is likely to cost us, is that with these remoter 
questions of policy rising to preéminent 
urgency before us, we may be taught, and 
impelled, to settle our internal questions 
upon broader and more stable principles of 
freedom, and justice, and order than othér- 
wise we might have done. 

„What England has achieved with such 
success as to make her feared and honored 
around the world. it is not in the Anglo-Baz- 
on blood of Americans to say We cannot 
emulate.’ In the nature of things, the more 
we are pushed on by such destinies as that 
which has overtaken us today, so te emulate 
you, the more alike we will grow in our es- 
sential national being, and the more we are 
alike in this likeness, the nearer we shall de 
bound together, not artificially, but in the: 
only good way; that is, naturally.”

ANTIANNSXATION ARGU. 
MENTS ANSWERED. 

The first and chief objection brought by the 
opponents of the annexation of the Ha- 
walian Islands is that the constitution does 
not grant authority to annex territory; 
therefore the act would be unconstitutional. 
This objection is based upon what is known 
as the “strict construction theory.“ It 
was believed in by Jefferson, but was aban- 
doned by him when he annexed Loulstana 
in 1803. Contemporary thought condemns 
the strict construction theory as applied 
to annexation; and the constitution has since 
then been repeatedly interpreted in favor 
of annexation by the Executive, Congress, 
and the Supreme Court of the United States. 
There have been eleven instances in which 
the Executive has interpreted the constitu- 
tion in favor of annexation—viz.: By the 
negotiation of treaties for the annexation of 
Louisiana in 1803, Florida in 1819, Call- 
fornia, New Mexico, and Arizona in 1840; 
the so-called Gadsden purchase of the 
southern portion of New Mexico and Arizona 
in 1853, and Alaska in 1887, all of which 
were ratified by the Senate. Treaties were 
also negotiated by the Executive for the an- 
mexation of Texas in 1887 and‘1848, Hawaii 
in 1854, San Domingo in 1870, Hawaii in 
1893, and Hawall again in 1897, which treaty 
is now pending before the Senate. 

There have been three instances of Con- 
gressional action in which the power to an- 
nex territory has been exercised: (1) An- 
nexation of Texas in 1844 by joint resolu- 
tion of the two Houses of Congress; (2) Ac- 
tion by statute Aug. 18, 1856, by which any 
American citizen was authorized io take 
possession of any Wland on which guano 
was located, and, with the approval of the 
United States government, upon taking cér- 
tain preliminary action, to make the same 
United States territory; (3) Ratification of 
the annexation of Midway Island, in the 


North Pacific, which had been accomplished — 


by the Executive in 1867, by the appropria- 
tion of funds with which to convert the 
same into a naval station. Midway Island 
is at the western extremity of the same 
group of islands of which’ Hawali is the 
easternmost; the motive for its annexa- 
tfon was to secure a naval station in the 
North Pacific, which is one of the main 
reasons now urged for annexing Hawai. 
It is 1,200 miles west of Honolulu, but the 
attempt to make a naval station of it was 
abandoned after $50,000 had been expended 
and three lives sacrificed in the attempt. 
There have been decisions by the Supreme 


Court sustaining the constitutionality of an- 


nexation—one in 1828, two in 1850, and one 
in 1889. In the first case (American Insur- 
ance Co. vs. Canter—1 Peters, 542), Chief 
Justice John Marshall held: ‘ The consti- 
tution confers absolutely on the govern- 
ment of the union the power of making wars 
and of making treaties. Consequently that 
government possesses the power of acquir- 
ing territory, either by conquest or treaty.”’ 

The two decisions rendered in 1850 were by 
Chief Justice Taney. The decisidn in 1889 


4s the case of the Mormon Church vs. the 


United States, contained in 136 United 
States Reports, page 42. The court used 
the following words: The power to ac- 
quire territory is derived from the treaty- 
making power, and the power to declare 
and carry on war. The incidents of these 
powers are those of national sovereignty 
and belong to all independent governments.“ 

These acts and opinions cover a period of 
one hundred years, and are decisive on this 


question, both as to right and policy. 


A second objection is that Hawali is not 
contiguous to the United States The 
United States has the same rights and pow- 
ers in this respect that any other nation 
has—that, for example, England has. There 
is manifestly no limitation upon the power 
of England to acquire territory. How, then, 
can there be upon the United States? 

The fact that territory is contiguous or 
non-contiguous can have no bearing upon 
the c itutionality of its acquisition; but 
simpl¥ goes to affect the value of the terri- 
tory proposéd to be annexed. On general 
principles, if it is contiguous, it is more 
easily governed and defended. But wheth- 
er this Is so or not depends upon circum- 
stances. In these days distance is not a 
matter of miles, but of hours. When Cali- 
fornia was annexed it was two months dis- 
tant from the center of civilization in the 


United States. Honolulu today lies only | 


ten and a half days from Washington. 

It is further submitted that the precedents 
in United States history are all against 
the unconstitutionality of the annexation 
of non-contiguous territory. Alaska is 
separated from the United States by a vast 
foreign territory. 
proximately 8,000 miles from the American 
coast. The Aleutian Islands, reaching al- 
most to the Asiatic coast, extend 1,200 miles 
west of Alaska, and the guano islands are 
scattered all over the Pacific and the Carib- 
bean Sea. , 

A third objection relates to the question 
of homogeneity of population with those of 
the United States. The alleged prohibition 
here alluded to is like those already consid- 
ered—assumed or implied. There are not 
wanting precedents bearing upon this ob- 
jection. When Louisiana was annexed its 
population consisted of a few thousand 


Frenchmen and several hundred thousand 


Indians, reaching from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Oregon coast. To say nothing about 
the Indians, the Frenchmen were governed 
by the civil law of France, and to this day 
the foundation of the law of Louisiana is 
the civil law and not the English common 
law. Florida had a population of a few 
Spaniards and Indians. Texas, prior to the 
great influx of Americans, had a population 
solely of Mexicans, Spaniards, and Indians. 
At the time of its annexation California had 
an American population consisting of only 
a few traders and a military post, the great 
bulk of the population consisting of Mexi- 
cans and Indians, with a sprinkling of Span- 
ish priests. Alaska had a few hundred Rus- 
sians and some thirty or forty thousand 
arctic Indians. It cannot be claimed these 
populations were homogeneous. Evidently, 
therefore, the argument as to homogeneity 
was disregarded in all these cases. 

‘A fourth objection is that the population 
of Hawaii is unfit for incorporation into and 
will be dangerous to the American political 
system. To that itsis answered: (1) The 
foundation of Hawalian law is the common 
law of England. The general statutes, court 
procedure, and legal methods of Hawaii are 
as much like those of Illinois as those of Illi- 
nois are like those of Massachusetts. The 
laws of Hawaii are based upon—many of 
them copies of—those of the United States. 
The two statutes which Japan is now object- 
ing to as te Hmiting Japanese immigration 
are almost exact copies of the United States 
immigration laws restricting the immigra- 
tion of contract laborers and undesirable 
persons. All legal documents are modeled 
on those in use in the United States. Most 
of the lawyers and Judges are either from 
the United States or educated therein. The 
public school system is based upon that of 
the United States, There are 187 of them, 
taught by 426 teachers, and containing 12,600 
pupils, all taught in the English language. 


More than one-half the teachers are Amer- 


icans. English is the official language of 
the schools and courts and the common

American make. United States currency is 
the currency of thecountry. All government 
and private bonds, notes, and mortgages are 
made payable in United States money.

Fourth of July, and Thanksgiving day, are 
as fully and enthusiastically celebrated in 
Hawali as in any part of the United States.

‘if it did not contain a hundred square miles 


its value to the United States would remain 
practically the same. Its foreign commerce 
is wonderfully large for a country of its 
size. It amounted to $22,000,000 for the yeat 
1806. But if it had no commerce its value 
to the United States would be practically 
the same. As it is, the annexation will not

American to annex territory without a 
popular vote. This has been the argument 
of Queen Liliuokalani and her supporters, 
who never consulted the voters as to the 
maintenance of the monarchy. In each case 
of annexation already noticed no vote of 
the inhabitants of the territory annexed 
was required. The people have the same 
right of voting under the republic that they 
had under the monarchy, and in negotiating 
a treaty of annexation the government has 
acted in its representative capacity, as other 


governments have done in annexing terri ~

An eleventh objection raises the qu 
whether all the advantages of 1 
could not be secured by a protectorate. This 
was the problem which faced President 
Pierce and Secretary of State Marey in 
1854, President Harrison and Secretary Fos- 
ter in 1893, and President McKinley and Sec- 
cretary Sherman in 1897. In each case the 
alternative of protectorate or annéx fon 
was presented, and in each case, after full 
deliberation, the decision was against a pro- 
tectorate and in favor of annexation. The 
reason is that, under a protectorate, the in- 


dependent government of Hawail would stin 


be free to get into troubles with other gCV- 
ernments, thereby creating international 
complications for the settlement of ‘which 
the United States would be responsible, 
while under annexation no international 
complications would arise, except suen as 
might be created by the United States itself. 

The twelfth objection is that it would de 
injurious to the sugar*beet industry in the 
United States. The answer to this is that 
the sugar product of the islands from cane 
now equals only about one-tenth of the cons 
sumption in the United States, which is com 
Stantly increasing, while all the natural 
cane lands are practically under cultivation, 
and no material increase can be 
The cane sugar planter of Hawail stands on 
no more favorable basis than does thé beet 
sugar planter of the United States; and there 
is no reason why their intérests should clash 
any more than do the interests of the corn 
planter of Kansas clash with those ot the 
corn planter of Nebraska. 0 

A thirteenth objection to annexation will 


excite the jealousy of other governments 


and lead to foreign complications. The an- 


nexation treaty of 1893 caused no protest 
from any foreign country, and none has 
been made since except by Japan, and this is 
on grounds which cannot be recognized.

A fourteenth objection has been made that 


the present government of Hawali is con- 


trolled by adventurers who have no author- 
ity or jurisdiction over the country. The 
statement of Minister Willis after investi- 
gating this subject was that the men at 
the head of the provisional government are 
acknowledged by all sidés to be of the high- 
est integrity and public spirit.“ Most of 
them are natives of the islands and all elt! 
zens by naturalization or otherwise, and thus 
identified with the people. 

A fifteenth objection—that the sugar trust 
would be benefited by annexation—is con- 
tradicted by the fact that the members of the 
sugar trust have steadily opposed annexa- 
tion for selfish reasons. 

A sixteenth objection is based on the Ha- 
waiian public debt. This amounts approxi- 
mately to $3,900,000, while the schedule of 
salable property bélonging to the govern- 
ment, exclusive of public streets and roads, 
amounts to $7,938,000, leaving a balance of 
$4,000,000 on the right side of the ledger. 

The seventeenth objection’ relates to the 
existence of leprosy. This is not due to cli- 
matic conditions, but the disease was 
brought from China about thirty years ago 
and has been confined almost exclusively to 
the natives and Chinese. There are not so 
many lepers there as in Norway, to say 
nothing of jatic countries, and vigorous 
efforts are being made to stamp out the dis- 
—— by segregation. No cases are seen at 

rge. 

The complaint has been made that the 
monarchy was overthrown by American 
troops. The committee of the United States 


Senate which had this subject under Investi- 


gation in 1894 reported through its chair- 
man, Senator Morgan of Alabama, that the

| WORRY OF SENIOR GIRLS. 


EXPENSE OF GRADUATING EXER- 
CISES CUTS A BIG FIGURE. 


High School Commencement Im- 
poses Heavy Burdens on the Parents 
of Some of the Fair Students—Or- 
gwandie Gowns, Class Pins and Flow- 
ers Cost Money Which Some Are 
Searcely Able to Spare. | 


Other things than final ezams are 
troubling the minds of prospective sweet 
girl graduates who belong to the com 
mencement class of the West Division High 


Thoughts of the cost of organdie gowns, 
satin linings, white shoes, taffeta sashes, 
long gloves, and class pins are disturbing 
the serenity of school girl minds more than 
the forthcoming test in English history, and 
the problem of solving the expense of car- 


ing than the toughest algebraic problem. 

The trouble is not a new one. The strug- 
gle of the poor student to secure a gradu- 
ating gown which will not look cheap and 
dowdy beside that of her richer classmate 
is as old as the history of high school com- 
mencements. In the senior class of the 
West Division High School are seventy-five 
girls of seventy-five minds. Since early in 
the school year these minds have been dis- 
turbed regarding the expenses of gradu- 
ating. 

The exercises are to be held in Central 
Music Hall. Programs and formal! invita- 
tions are to be issued, and class banners and 
pins are to be bought. All this expense is 
met by the class. Each member is as- 
sessed $2.50, payable quarterly during the 
senior year. The purchase of class pins at 
$2.50 is optional. 


All Will Receive Diplomas. 


Knowing the financial difficulty of some of 
his pupils, Principal George M. Clayburg 
told the class at its yearly meeting that no 
member should be refused his or her diplo- 
ma because of failure to pay the class dues, 
He also said if an expensive down-town 
hall was secured and the class dues failed 
to pay the rental, the sum would have to be 
made up by subscription from those in the 
class who could afford it. 

But all this, while it assured the poorer 
students of their diplomas, didn’t still the 
heart burnings. Various and contradictory 
opinions were expressed by members of the 
graduating class and teachers yesterday 
when questioned on the subject. 

Professor Clayburg, William Morton 
Payne, and Miss Mary E. Jones, teachers of 
the senior class, say they think stories of 
the affair have been greatly exaggerated. 

Emily David, the class Secretary, denies 
flatly that there has been any trouble in the 
class. One of the members said she thought 
there has been some grumbling at the ex- 
pense, but not as much as had been heard 
other years. 

„There are no extremely poor, nor un- 
usually rich girls in the class this year,’ 
she declared, and as the entire expense, 
.gown and all, need not be more than $50, I 
don't think anyone has complained.”

Mrs. R. Hall McCormick Narrates Her 
Experiences During a Recent 
7 European Trip. 


who has just returned from a trip to 
Europe, tells some experiences of her travels 
abroad. Mrs. McCormick left Italy on 
April 28, soon after the declaration of war 
with Spain, and even at that early date the 
foreign newspapers were filled with in- 
flammatory articles criticising America for 
its attitude. 

“As my trip was by way of the southern 
route, I did not pass through France,” ex- 
plained Mrs. McCormick, “ and therefore 
can speak only of what I observed in Rome 
and Naples, having spent one month in 
Algiers previously, and having gone to 
Rome by way of Sicily. The papers in 
Rome were decidedly antagonistic to 
America and declared this country had no 
right to interfere with any foreign country 
and its colonies, and that the ‘ interference,’ 
as they termed it, of the United States in 
Cuba was the same as if England were told 
to give up Ireland. We were at an English 
hotel, consequently we experienced no in- 
civility there. It was early in the cam- 
paign and foreigners showed an inclination 
to make sport of our navy.

although he is perfectly sane. 


The entire Belgian press, and in fact all 
the leading and most reputable newspapers 
at Brussels, have taken up the cause of 
Princess Louise with such vehemence that 


were he to show his face just at present in 
Belgium. 

Letters by the score and even affidavits 
are being published by people of every class, 
' gome of them signed by the grandest names 
of the Belgian nobility, declaring that the 
writers have recently been in personal inter- 
course and in correspondence with the 
Princess, and that she is perfectly sane and 
in her right mind, and that the charges of 
forgery brought against her and against the 
Captain, as well as the interment of both 
one and the other as lunatics, is solely for 
the purpose of invalidating the serious 
charges brought by the Princess against the 
Prince, and on the strength of which she 
had initiated divorce proceedings at Vienna 
and at Pesth before ever the Prince had 
instituted a suit for the dissolution of his 
marriage at Coburg. 

Some of the Belgian newspapers have gone 
to the length of securing sworn statements 
from former Belgian attendants on the 
Princess to the effect that the Prince had 
frequently struck his wife with his fists 
when drunk, in the presence not only of 
servants but even of company, and King 
Leopold is angrily called upon to take steps 
to secure the immediate release of his daugh- 
ter from the insane asylum at Doebling, it 
being intimated to him that it is quite bad 
enough to have one member of his family— 
namely: his sister, ex-Empress Charlotte 
of Mexico—under restraint as a lunatic with 
uncertainty as to whether she is demented 
or not, and that unless he makes some move 
in the matter it may be made by others to 
not only Uberate Princess Louise but like- 
wise the ex-Empress. 


any means that it has been indicated in 
the Belgian and French press that ex-Em- 
press Charlotte is perfectly sane, and that 
she is merely being kept under restraint by 
her brother in order to avoid his being called 
upon to make an accounting of her once 
large fortune, of which he is the trustee, 
and most of which he is alleged to have 
equandered in speculations. 

One thing is certain, the Belgian press, 
the Belgian aristocracy, and the Belgian 

people, none of whom is particulary devoted 
to their King, and all of whom are indépend- 
ent, have taken up the cudgels seriously on 
behalf of Princess Louise, and have an- 
nounced their firm intention of not permit- 
ting the matter to rest until the entire affair 
has been cleared up both with regard to the 
Princess Louise and to her aunt, the ex- 
Empress Charlotte. 

Both, they declare, are Belgian Princesses. 
Belgian people, therefore, have a right to see 
that they are subjected to no injustice, or 
are wrongfully put under restraint, and as 
the Belgians are proverbially obstinate, 
democratic, and independent in their deal- 
ings with their King, for whom they enter- 
tain neither respect nor loyalty, and are, 
moreover, prepared to spend a good deal of 
money in order to see the entire matter 
righted, it would appear that we are only 
on the eve of a scandal, compared to which 
most others of recent years will appear mild, 
since the champions of the Princess with the 
object of righting her have proclaimed their 
intention of raking up again the disgraceful 
part played by Prince Philip in the tragedy 
that led to the shocking death of Crown 
Prince Rudolph.

New York, May 26.—Today’s stock market 
was dull and uninteresting. In only a few 
stocks were there any wide fluctuations, 
and although trading was well distributed 
the day's transactions did not aggregate 
much more than 275,000 shares. 

During the greater part of the session 
the market showed firmness, but toward 


the close came the usual daily reaction. 7 
The day’s net changes were chiefly fraction- 


al advances. 

There was no news regarding the prog-

any way, and, strangely enough, even the 
rumormongers stopped sending out their 
inventions...

The change in the tide of money rates was 
marked yesterday by a reduction in the Bank 
of England rate from 4 to 3% per cent. The 
trend toward cheaper money probably will 
from now on become cofistantly more ap- 
parent until rates get back to what they 
were before the war scare. The payment 
of the Chinese war indemnity to Japan was 
accomplished with practically no disturb- 
ance to the international money market, as 
Japan was allowed money to remain to tte 
credit in its depository banks in Engian 
and Germany.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A peculiar case has arisen at Atchison, Kas, to 
perplex the Fireman's Fund. A policy was held 
there on a building which was later 
partly destroyed by fire. The adjuster fixed the 
damage at $460, and the assured agreed with 
that his loss was no greater. A city ordi 
however, bearing on the matter prevented a set- 
tlement at once. It seems that the Building de- 
partment at Atchison, in accordance with an 
ordinance, will not allow 1217 to be re- 
paired where the damage by fire has been over 
50 per cent. The matter is still in statu quo. 

Underwriters are interested in the intelligence 
that a resolution was adopted by the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Churen 
South, in session at Baltimore, directing the 
Board of Church Extension to consider the ad- 
visability of organizing a company for insuring 
buildings belonging to the church. Any profits 
resulting from the business would go to the sup- 
port of superannuated preachers and the widows 
and orphans of ministers. Authority was given 
the board, in event of their deciding not to form 
the company, to make arrangements with some 
good insurance companies for lata the 
property of the ohurch. 

The Spectator company has issued tables of 
business by insurance companies by States, 
which, in summing up the results for the last 
thirteen years, show a loss ratio of 56.3 and an 
expense ratio of 35 per cent, making a total of 
91.3 expense and loss.

ufacturers—Linseed Oil Situation. 


Wholesale drug trade is. on a fair scale but 
not in a volume to boast of. It is a trade of 
about normal proportion, country orders In- 
dicating neither a shortage of staple goods 
or a demand which necessitates ordering 
unusual quantities. The feature so far as 
price changes are concerned is probably 
glycerine, which has advanced about 20 per 
cent, owing to an increased demand for ex- 
plosives and also a natural advance in the 
principal products from which it is made, 
Quinine is ruling steady in prices gradually 
sagging. While inclined to be dull, the mar- 
ket is at the same time fairly firm. Manu- 
facturers’ prices are unchanged on the basis 
of 24c to 28c for bulk, as to bra Jobbers' 
prices are 27e for foreign in bulk and 40c for 
P. & W. in ounce bottles. 

Sulphur is now quoted 4c per Ib per bri. 
Discussion continues as to whether this ar- 
ticle is the proper contraband of war. Italy 
desires to have the markets kept open for 
sulphur exports, while Spain objects on the 
ground that sulphur is used in the manufac- 
ture of explosives. While this is one of its 
principal uses, it is by no means the most 
important. It enters largely into the manu- 
facture of book and print papers, and to stop 
the supply of sulphur threatens to seriously 
embarass American pulp papermakers, by 
whom it is largely used. It seems to be 
pretty well determined that while the war 
lasts the supply of sulphur will be timited. 
In this dilemma the pulp manufacturers are 
devoting attention to pyrites ore as a sub- 
stitute ,and should they be obliged through 
necessity to give up the use of sulphur, it is 
possible the substitute will be permanently 
used from choice. In Germany and Norway 
the use of pyrites lo said to be more econom- 
ical than sulphur. 

On the position of linseed oll the Paint, 
Oll, and Drug Review says: The recent 
sharp advance in linseed oil and its present 
strength have proved a prolific cause for 
comment in trade circles. So decided an ap- 
preciation in price coming towards the close 
of the season is so unusual as naturally to 
cause surprise, yet in view of existing condi- 
tions it can scarcely be called unnatural. 
The reasons justifying the upward move- 
ment are numerous and substantial. 

„In the first place, it was long since 
claimed by crushers, even when the of] mar- 
ket was nominally quotable at 86c and was 
practically one or two cents lower, that 
these prices were so low that they did not 
represent a faff manufacturers’ profit on the 
assumption that the oil sold was being made 
from seed bought at the rates then current.

Veterans, Women, and Children 
to Strew the Flowers. 


ASSIGNMENTS OF THE POSTS. 


Each Cemetery Given Its Detail of Old 


Soldiers. 


EX-CONFEDERATES TO TAKE PART. 


The Decoration day parade on next Mon- 
day will be martial in spirit but not 'n ap- 
pearance, for the Ninth Battalion and the 
Sons of Veterans will be the only organiza- 
tions marching with arms The places of 
the citizen soldiers who have gone to war 
will be taken by the various civic societies, 
an unusual number of which will participate 
in the ceremonies. The Confederate veter- 
ans will take a part in the decoration of the 
soldiers’ graves. 

There are forty-eight cemeteries in the 
county, in which are buried 3,000 soldiers. 


On next Monday each grave will be decorat- 


ed by comrades and friends with a flag and 
fiowers. Preparations for this annual cere- 
mony have about been completed and the 
day probably will be more generally observed 
than ever before. The managers of the 
ceremonies seem to be striving to add to the 
event a promise to the volunteers that if they 
fall they too will be remembered in like 
manner in years to come. 

The Committee on Arrangements has pre- 
pared its progrom. This provides that two, 
three, and four posts will visit each of the. 
larger cemeteries in the city, while at those 


in the country the service will be performed 


by either a single post or delegations from 
various posts. 


Assignments of the Posts. 


Columbia, Lincoln, and George H. Meade 
Posts, with Camps 24 and 87, Sons of Vet- 
erans, have been assigned to Oakwoods. 
Grant, George H. Thomas, Godfrey Weit- 
zel, and Custer Posts, and Camps 1 and 6, 
Sons of Veterans, will go to Rosehill. Sher- 
idan and Kilpatrick Posts are to go to For- 
est Home, and Winfield Scott Hancock Post 


to Graceland. These are the largest bodies 


of veterans in the city, and they will have 
the gréatest number of graves to decorate. 
At every cemetery they will be assisted by 


the Women’s Relief Corps and the children 


from the schools near the cemetery. 
The Committee on Flags and Flowers has 
been busy for two weeks or more completing 


the work necessary to be done in advance. 


John A: Logan Post has assumed the duty 
of looking after Oak Glenn, Grosse Point, 
Elk Grove, Arlington, Shermanville, and 
East Northfield cemeteries. The services 
at the burying grounds will be held during 
the forenoon to give the veterans an oppor- 
tunity to take part — afternoon parade. 
The Committee on ansportation is mak- 
ing arrangements for special trains on all 
railways leading to the cemeteries in and 
mear Chicago. Colonel C. R. E. Koch, mar- 
shal of the day, has already made public the 


„ formation of the parade, which is to start 


at 2 o'clock.

George H. Thomas post and 
Custer camp, Sons of Veterans, will attend 
Services at Sinai Temple, where Dr. E. G. 
Hirsch is to preach. U. S. Grant post No. 28 
will attend services in the morning at the 
People’s Church, McVicker’s Theater. In 
the afternoon the Grant Monument in Lin- 
coin Park will be decorated by the post. 

During the afternoon Hancock post will 
hold special services at Mount Olive Ceme-
